verge of a dreary, desolate 


plain, inhabited 
principally 


by coyotes and prairie dogs, 
swept by sand storms and de- 
nuded of vegetation, except 
the cactus and a few other 
spiky 
and 
objectionable 


growths. For at least thirty 
miles 
the United 
States 


troops must make their way 
across this desert. They then 
reach the lowest range of the 
Sierra Madre mountains ris- 
ing to a height of 3,000 to 
3,500 feet, broken and twist- 
ed into all manner of fantas- 
tic shapes by volcanic action 
and barren of any verdure 


worthy of the nim«. Lonely, 
half civilized ranchmen 
are 


found here and there in the 
valleys, nursing their cattle 
at the infrequent and scanty 
water holes and subsisting al- 
most on beef.. To offset the 
evil results of a continuous 
diet of beef ,it is said they 
drink the blood of the cattle 
which contains 
supposedly 


healthy salts. There are no 


roads of any kind in all this 
region. An ancient track, 
known as "the smugglers' 
trail", is used by such traffic 
as passes through. The ex- 
peditionary force must carry 
all its own provisions 
and 


must in a large measure rely 
upon its base for water. Af- 
ter fighting its way against 
nature, assisted by whatever 
guerilla troops Villa may be 


able or care to muster, for 
about one hundred and twen- 
ty-five miles, the punitive ex- 
pedition will reach the Sierra 
Madre proper, a range of 
mountains rising from 8,000 
to 10,000 feet. 
Americans 


who have penetrated these 
fastnesses, claim that the re- 
gion is one of the wildest, 
most barren and desolate that 
it is possible to find anywhere 


in the world. The mountains 
are split by canyons, some of 
which have a sheer depth of 
2,000 to 3,000 feet, and there 
is not 
even a recognized 


trail through their solitudes. 
From Casas Grandes, south, 
however, the country is thick- 
ly wooded, although devoid 
of vegetation which could 
provide forage for horses or 
food of any kind for men. In 


the Casas Grandes section 
the expedition would strike 
the Casas 
Grandes river 


which sweeps westward and 
here splits into three branch- 
es. By following one of the 
branches the soldiers would 
be able to obtain 
sufficient 


water, but 
between 
the 


streams the mountains rise in 
great barriers, presenting a 


country almott inaccessible, 
even to men on foot and, ac- 
cording to the few Americans 
who have ventured there, im- 
passible to wheeled transports 
of any sort. It is in these 
wilds that Pancho Villa is 
said to have taken refuge and 
is said to be there prepared 
to wage a guerilla warfare on 
the troops who have been or- 
dered to pursue him. 
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CONGRESS AUTHORIZES BIG ARMY 


120,000 MEN TO 
DEFEND COUNTRY; 
RECRUITING WILL 
BEGIN AT ONCE 


Washington, March 15—The senate today ap- 


proved unanimously the joint resolution, adopted by 
the house yesterday, to recruit the regular army up 
to its full strength which would be about 120,000 
men. The resolution now goes to the president for 
his approval. 


A roll call on the resolution was ordered on the request of 


Senator Gallinger, who explained that he asked it for the purpose 
of "demonstrating'that there is no division in the 
senate over 


measures to provide for protection of the country." There was not 
a dissenting vote on the roll call. Sixty-nine senators were in the 
chamber and voted for the resolution. When the vote was an- 
nounced Senator McCumber, Republican, of North Dakota, declared 
it served as notice to the world that "the nation and this congress 
stand as a single man in defense of American rights." Senator 
Sherman of Illinois, introduced in the senate the house resolution 
to provide for withdrawal of the army from the Philippine Islands 
as quickly as possible in order to add to the troops in the United 
States. 


When word that the senate had adopted the resolution reach- 


ed the war department, the adjutant general's office took steps to 
begin recruiting the additional men and immediately instructions 
v.'ere prepared for recruiting officers throughout the United States 
to conduct an active campaign. There is no intention at present, 
it was made clear, to lower the physical requirements of recruits 
and war department officials believe the full number of men will 
be available within a short time. More than 48,000 men who fully 
met these requirements, it was pointed out, were recruited last 
year without special effort being made to obtain them.
